REPORT ON STATE MISSIONS 


It will not be within the scope of this report to discuss in de- 
tail the work of cur State Missions Board, but the different de- 
partments of the Boards’ activities will be briefly mentioned. 

We wonder if our people realize the magnitude of ‘our State 
Mission and the rapidity, with which it has grown in the last few 
years? State Mission now comprehend far more than it did ten 
years ago even. The old idea of State Missicns comprehended 
only the work of assisting weak struggling churches and Mission 
points in having preaching. First came the Sunday Schzol De- 
partment, then the’ work «of assisting in the erection of missicn 
church houses was begun in a small way; then came the B. Y. 
P. U. Department, the W. M. U., the Student Activities, Evan- 
gelist, Negro work, and the Department of Stewardship. 

In addition to all of these growing and enlarging activities, 
the Seventy-five Million brought all the financial and adminisira- 
tion burden of our wh2le denominational program upon the Cor- 
responding Secretary of the Convention, Dr. Chas. E. Maddry. 

Our..achievements in the past have been great. We have 
wrought well as a denomination, but as we look into the past we 
are made to feel tfat the present is greater than the past, and 
the future must be immeasurably greater than present. The un- 
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finished task ccnstitutes a challenge to all the consecraticn pos- 
sessed by the members of our churches. There are 2,291 churenes 
in the convention, and 21 churches in this association. The great 
task before us is the enlistment of the people already gathered 
jn our churches who are with us in name only. As long as 6,290 
of tte Baptists of North Carolina are wholly unenlisted in our 
great enterprises we will never convince the world at large that 
our forces of church policy are efficient and worthy of emulation. 
We believe we have reached the bottom of the trough and that 
frcm.this time we. will see a gradual rise in mission offering. 
May our people tarry and be endowed with power cf the Holy 
Spirit May there be a deeper consecration and a more hercic 
and sacrificial giving of our means for the support and enlarg- 
ment of the work the board is undertaking.

REPORT .ON HOME MISSIONS 


N<twithstanding the receipts were mre than $100,000. short 
of those cf the previous year, the year’s werk was most gratify- 
ing Conversions and baptisms were numerous. The Home Board 
for years has been recognized as probably the greatest s Mégle 
evangelizing agency in America.._ Als? the report of the Board 
shows a mest gratifying tendency towards self-support. Mission 
stations and weak ‘churches helped by the Board are in turn giv- 
ing liberally to our denominational work—beneficiaries thus be- 
coming benefactors. 

This is the greatest hour for Home Missions in the histery cf 
our country. The problems were never so acute, t:e demanis so 
urgeMt, the opportunities so great and the obiigations so over- 
wheiming. This conviction is growing with thoughtful persons 
who realize the significance of America for the salvation cf the 
world. America constitutes at cnce the greatest field and force 
in ail the world for Christian civilizaticn. Christian statesmen 
verywheze are beginning to realize this. Problems at "ome are 
as serious and complicated as those beyond the seas. 

Our country has become notorious. for its disrespect’ for law, 
for its numerous murcers, for its e:mmercialism and materialism. 
Nothing but the mighty power of the Gcspel of Christ will save 
us.fzom this deluge, of worldly diversion and material prosperity. 
._ These thing's constitute a mst serious problem which deserves 
the thoughtful consideraticn of our Convention. Our work abroad 
will advance apace as we lay the foundations at- home.

On motion, the reports on Missions that were just read were 
adopted. 


REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSIONS 


In the minutes of the Southern Baptist Convention of 1926 we 
find some statements and figures which will bring before us the 
situatie¢n of the Foreign Mission work. There has come to the 
Board and to the denomination such a shock from the accumula- 
tion of a debt on the Foreign Board of more than $1,800,000 that, 
nctwithstamding the relief which the Christmas love offering 
gave the Board, it was the conviction of the Board members, 
which they met on January 13, 1926, that the Board should with- 
out delay proceed, at whatever exipense to the work, further to 
reduce this debt and continue such reducticn until the debt is 
fully paid, if the denomination does not provide a more adequate 
income. 


For four years the Board has been cutting out building opera- 
tions and equipment and fsr two years, denying missionary ap- 
pointments, but in order to further reduce the debt, it becomes 
necessary fcr the Board to invade operations and deal with its 
woking staff on the fields. Consequently appropriaticms for great 
numbers of our missions schcols were denied and instructions 
given to close them. Large numbers of native evangelists had 
to be cisecntinued, including men whom we have patiently 
trained in our schools; and items like traveling expenses necessary 
to large and effective evangelistic work by the missicnaries cin 
the field, had to be reduced to the cruel minimum. And yet, the 
receints cf the Board from the co°cperative program was not 
sufficient to maintain the work on this disastrcus reduced budget. 

Building operations discontinued, mission schools clcsed, nat- 
ive evangelist dismissed, remaining workers hampered, waiting 
missionaries denied. (this is the summary of the situation) 

This gives the financial status of the Board, in face of the 
urgent calls and the blessings of Ged upom the worl: done on 
foreign fields. 


Our total gifts for the last seven years have increased 80 per 
cent. Our gifts to local church work have increased over 119 
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per cent, while our gifts to Missions, Education and Benevolence, 
have increased only 12 per cent. In 1920 the Home and Foreign 
Boards received 43 cents out of ever dollar for missions and be- 
nevolence, while in 1925 they received only 21.2 per cent. about 
about cne half. If the mission Board had bean allowed in 1925 
43 cents out of every dollar as in 1920 they would today be free 
from all debt. 

The tragedy of today is that the people are violating the direct 
e:mmands of Jesus Christ, living in extravagance and failing 
to give the gcspel to a perishing world.

The Baptist Sunday Schocls within the Southern Baptist Con- 
vention have mace wonderful progress in the last 12 months and 
North Carclina next to’ Texas has the greatest number of Bap- 
tist Sunday School which have reached the standard of excellence 
of any state in the Convention. We are sure the Sunday Schools 
in this Association have made progress, but we have no statis- 
tics to give us the facts at‘ this writing; but “~we wish to say in 
our Opinion that there is no organization in existence established 
sclely by man which means so much to the church and Christian- 
ity as the Sunday School. We wish to recommend its wheleheart- 
ed support by the pastors of our churches and the adult member- 
ship of our churches; ‘for less than one person in three ecvered 
by our association is even on the Sunday School rell and there is 
.a great,.work here to be done.

REPORT ON HOSPITAL 


During the last year there were about 1800 patients, <ver +400 
of these were charity. These came from every part of the state. 
While this report is befcre me there are patients from Sylva, 
Mount Airy, Furches, Weldce, Norwood, Duzham, Henders<n, 
Sanford, Maccn, Granite Falls, Marshail, Burlington and other 
noints closer to cur city. These cases cost the H<spital aromnd 
$20,000.00 The number of charity cases grow every year. it looks 
as if we will tave to care for 500 this year, <r turn many worthy 
ones away tc die. The question is, which cne must we send back. 

To pay for this $20,000.00 of charity we have received up to 
July 1st about $12,000.00 from all Mother’s Day offerings. We 
start this year with ns funds for the needs of charity and a debt 
cn hand for what we have been dcing. It is a pity to turn these 
gocd Baptist people away just because they are poor and our 
3aptist churches will not bear their cry. 

The budget fui:ds are far too small to meet the debts <n the 
builcing which come due this year. N2 hope can we have frem 
that source. It is Mother’s Day offering, or some other day’s 
offering in the Sunday School or they die. 

Our women are trying to build a Nurses’ Home. We need this 
greatly. It wculd inczvease our revenue and much enlarg2 the 
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opportunities for caring for charity cases. You men help the 
women and let’s give our girls a place to stay. You will open to 
the public 21 extra beds and no one can tell the far reaching 
gocd this may be to the suffering Baptists of the state who long 
to come. 

We plead for your prayers, your support and your offerings, 
both in sending pay patients and in giving us contributions to 
help the poor.
